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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 2 and 3 are allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest the switch mechanism comprising the dial 
member assumes a tubular shape with open ends on the two sides thereof; and the push-button 
switch mechanism that includes at least a sliding component slidably housed along the axis of 
the dial component and having a push portion located at the bottom thereof and a substrate 
having a switch portion to contact the push portion is fitted inside the dial component.
